In the State Legislature, he originally served on the Agri- 
cultural Committee and the Finance Committee, later serving on 
the important and prestigious Appropriations Committee, a posi- 
tion he filled until his recent retirement. 


In 1968 Mr. Bell was recipient of the much coveted Granite 
State Award at commencement exercises at the Plymouth State 
College for his years of devoted service — “for service in the high- 
est tradition of responsible citizenship”. 


Commissioner Bell’s political integrity combined with com- 
passion, warmth and humor, enhanced a laudable public service 
career. His keen wit and humorous anecdotes will be greatly missed 
in the arena of public service.

In the absence of Chairman Chamberlin, who was ill, the Vice-chairman, Rep. 
Mann presided over the meeting. 

Commissioner Clement brought before the committee in informal discussion 
problems with the County Attorney. The Commissioners believe a clerk should man 
the county attorney’s office at all times (during regular business hours) and that 
perhaps we should give consideration to a full time county attorney. 

The proposed fiscal year was discussed to everyone’s satisfaction. Rep. Bradley 
moved that the Executive Committee recommend that Grafton County go on a 
fiscal year budget beginning July 1, 1974. Seconded by Rep. Fimlaid. Vote was 
unanimous. 

Commissioner Clement suggested that Mrs. Smith notify all town chairmen of 
selectmen and city managers that the public hearings on the budget will be held 
on Friday, March 22, 1974 at the courthouse in Haverhill. 

The committee then turned its attention to consideration of the eighteen months 
budget as recommended by the commissioners. 

Mrs. Smith explained that because of a Telephone Company ‘“‘goof,’’ the Sher- 
iff’s department received $2,700 credit on the WATS line. Sheriff Ash was called in 
for further discussion of the WATS line problems. 

Rep. Copenhaver moved that the Executive Committee support the request 
made by the organization LISTEN. Seconded by Rep. Townsend. Discussion. Motion 
failed on a vote 4 to 2. 

Commissioner Hill commended the Siegmunds for the excellent work they had 
done in keeping the budget costs down in spite of the rising costs of living. The 
committee agreed unanimously. 

Rep. Mann announced the public hearing for Friday, March 22 at 7:30 at the 
courthouse in Haverhill. 

Com. Hill announced an informal budget hearing to be held at the Mascoma 
Regional High School in Enfield, April 2 at 7:30 p.m. 

The meeting adjourned at 12 o’clock noon.

GRAFTON COUNTY BUDGET 
PUBLIC HEARING 


Date: March 22, 1974 
Place: Courthouse, North Haverhill, N.H. 
Members present: Representatives Mann, Buckman, Fimlaid, Gemmill, Krainak, 


Symonds, Curran, David J. Bradley. Also, Commissioners Clement and Hill. 

The hearing opened at 7:30 p.m. Vice-chairman Mann presided in the absence 
of Chairman Chamberlin who was ill. 

Rep. Mann commended the Commissioners and all department heads for an 
excellent job in managing their budgets thereby keeping the total budget down. He 
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stated, ‘‘I want the public to know what an outstanding and admirable job that these 
people have done. You people of Grafton County can be mighty proud of them.” 

The hearing was officially opened on the Grafton County budget. Rep. Mann 
explained the format of the budget and suggested that we review the budget page 
by page. Rep. Mann called attention to the ’73 budget, ’73 actual and the recom- 
mended eighteen months budget starting with July 1. 

Under County Attorney, Rep. Mann explained that the executive committee 
and the delegation is recommending as soon as possible that we go to a full-time 
county attorney. Also, that the County Attorney will have an office in the court 
house, staffed by a clerk who will keep regular office hours. 

Commissioner Clement noted that we would not expect the County Attorney 
to be held right to County business alone. We want him to practice also, but we 
would like the office to be manned at all times. 

Rep. Mann urged the public to ask any questions they might have on the budget 
as we went along. 

Rep. Mann explained the problem of a year ago with the communications sys- 
tem and WATS line in the Sheriff’s department. How with the assistance of an 
appointed committee, the Sheriff and the Commissioners, it was found that the Tele- 
phone Company had made a slight overcharge and the Sheriff’s department had 
received a refund of $2,700. 

Under Other in the Public Welfare budget, Rep. Mann called on Mrs. Marcia 
Boutin, Lebanon. Mrs. Boutin explained the work of the organization LISTEN and 
the reason for their request of $4,009. Rep. Buckman questioned Mrs. Boutin about 
federal funds and learned that none are received. 

William Weisman spoke to clarify some points about LISTEN stating that the 
organization is unique in that it operates a thrift store, a food buying club, and 
summer gardens. It specifically tries not to duplicate any other organization. Work 
is done by volunteers and supporting members. Workshops are conducted for the 
education of the people on issues that are current. The organization assists in a 
wide area of the county and keeps people from seeking welfare funds. 

Elizabeth Gibson, director of RSVP, spoke favorably to the organization 
LISTEN and requested consideration in support of it. Glenn Eastman spoke favor- 
ably. 

Steven Wellington, Bethlehem, spoke in support of a nutrition program in Graf- 
ton County. Linda Burton, Bristol, also spoke favorably of a nutrition program for 
the county. Steven Wellington explained that the $9,000 is proposed to be spent in 
areas of Bristol, Plymouth, Woodsville, Canaan, Enfield, Littleton; Lebanon and 
Hanover are presently operating a program. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Gibson, director of RSVP, spoke in support of the Homemaker 
Health Program. Commissioner Hill spoke about the Homemaker Health Program 
and clarified that the program would be available to all citizens and not to low 
income only. A pay-according-to-income rate would be charged. 

Peter Reviere, Lancaster, spoke in support of the nutrition program. Hubert 
Merrill, Littleton, spoke favorably of the Senior Citizens Club and the RSVP pro- 
gram and also to the nutrition program. 

Dr. Peter Whybrow, Hanover, spoke in support of the Mental Health program 
and thanked the delegation for their support during the past year. 

Commission Clement inquired as to how many of those present had ever visited 
the County Nursing Home complex. Only 8 out of 30 present had ever done so. He 
extended an open invitation to all. 

Rep. Mann inquired if there were any more questions. There were none and 
the meeting adjourned at 8:08 p.m.

Members present: Curran, Gallen, Tilton, Fimlaid, Richard Bradley, Clark, 
Anthony Jones, Mann, Altman, Buckman, Harrison, Bell, Krainak, Chambers, 
Copenhaver, Nutt, Duhaime, Eaton, Hough, Symonds, Townsend. Also, Com- 
missioners Hill, Clement, Bell. 

Vice-chairman Mann opened the meeting with these remarks: ‘‘For those who 
were not at the public budget hearing and did not hear my remarks at that time I 
wish to repeat that the executive committee in their meeting about a month ago 
congratulated the commissioners, commissioners’ staff, the heads of departments 
for the work they have done for us in the past year. They have brought us to this 
place in time when we can now consider going on to the fiscal year with a surplus 
that will mean a simple 7% raise in taxes for an eighteen months period rather 
than the 18% raise of a year ago this time. I feel, and your executive committee 
feels, that the commissioners and staff, and the heads of all departments are to be 
congratulated for the work they have done for the county in this past year, and for 
their dedication and effort in living within their budget. A budget we knew was 
going to be overrun because of the high cost of food and energy. Instead we came 
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out with a $190,000 surplus. In behalf of myself and the executive committee we 
give them our heartfelt thanks. 

It is the recommendation of the executive committee that because of the finan- 
cial position we are in now that the county could go on a fiscal year. In other words, 
start their year in July instead of January. The executive committee feels that now 
is the proper time when we can do it at such a low cost of 7%. 

Rep. Mann requested a motion from the floor that the delegation is in favor of 
the county going on a fiscal financial year. 

Rep. Symonds moved the request of the chair. Rep. Hough seconded. Discus- 
sion. A voice vote was unanimously in favor. 

The delegation then attended to consideration of the eighteen months budget, 
item by item. 

Under County Attorney, Commissioner Clement spoke to the recommendation 
of the commissioners. ‘“The commissioners recommend a full time county attorney, 
but realize he cannot live on the suggested salary and so would expect him to work 
for himself, also. What we want is to have someone we can call upon and know that 
he is there. The office upstairs should be manned by a full time clerk who will know 
where and how to reach the county attorney at all times. The commissioners feel 
that their work and that of the county is dependent upon the county attorney. We 
believe we have not had his services during the past year. Discussion. 

A request to hear the minutes of both public hearings was honored and the 
clerk read the minutes. (Official public hearing held at Haverhill, March 22, unof- 
ficial public hearing held at Enfield April 2.) 

Further discussion under County Attorney. There was a general agreement that 
the situation regarding the office of the county attorney needs re-appraisal. The 
executive committee and the commissioners will attend to the matter. 

Rep. Mann recessed the meeting on the budget to allow the delegation to hear 
from Mr. Eames, County Attorney (who had just arrived), and ask him any ques- 
tions they might have. 

The meeting resumed consideration of eighteen months budget. Under Welfare: 
Rep. Buckman spoke, under personal privilege, in answer to an editorial attack by 
the Valley News on his stand on welfare. “If there is a reporter from the Valley 
News present I would like to have him tell the Valley News, whoever is in charge 
of it, that if they think I am dumb enough to believe that there is no waste or no 
misuse of welfare that they’re (a ................ ) more ignorant down there than I am. 
And I don’t mind being criticized; but when they come out and tell how ignorant 
a person is when I make a reference to people riding in Cadillacs and getting food 
stamps, etc. I’ve seen ’m ride up and get surplus food. There’s a selectman here 
now that’s cleaning out a barn where surplus food was given to the guy to feed pigs 
with because they didn’t want to use it. There’s one right here now. And when you 
talk to me that there’s no waste, we should give to LISTEN, we should give to all 
these programs, and I don’t believe in it. Another thing that I’d like to mention, too, 
that all this welfare should be, and ought to be, handled on the local level and I 
don’t believe in handing people out money. I think it should be on a voucher sys- 
tem. We had a young lady down in our town who was in the post office last week 
that the clerk called my attention to. She came up when the mail came in, the 
checks were supposed to come in, and demanded her check even before the mail 
was sorted and he told her she could wait until the mail was sorted and put in the 
box, and I agree with him. 

Rep. Curran rose to speak on welfare. Rep. Mann ruled him out of order, but 
Rep. Curran insisted on speaking and demanded his remarks be recorded. 

Rep. Curran: ‘I say that it is ridiculous to pass it from town to the county to 
the state to the federal. What Harold Buckman just said is so true. This idea that 
you can pass these things off and let someone else take care of them is crooked 
as a ram’s horn. I wish we could do something about it. I know a few cases too. 
I’m not against the poor. I want that on the record and I second what Harold 
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said. I don’t know his details but I know my details and this nee system in 
the United States today stinks.”’ 

Rep. Curran asked if CAP had rendered an accounting on its programs for the 
past year. Com. Hill replied and explained the CAP activities. Discussion. 

Rep. Copenhaver introduced the request by LISTEN for the sum of $4,009. 
Discussion. 

Reps. Gallen, Altman, Chambers, Townsend, Symonds and Hough spoke in 
favor. Com. Hill also spoke in favor. 

Reps. Eaton, Harrison, Curran, Duhaime, Fimlaid, Bell, Richard Bradley and 
Clark spoke against. 

Rep. Hough moved that the request by the LISTEN group be incorporated into 
the welfare section of the budget at the amount of $4,009, and this amount be so 
footnoted that it comes under review at the deliberation of the next budget. Sec- 
onded by Rep. Townsend. Discussion. The question was moved. A roll call vote 
was requested. Rep. Mann explained the parliamentary procedure. Roll call 
showed: Yes—Gallen, Altman, Krainak, Chambers, Copenhaver, Nutt, Hough, 
Townsend and Symonds. No—Curran, Tilton, Fimlaid, Richard Bradley, Anthony 
Jones, Buckman, Harrison, Bell, Duhaime, Eaton. 

Motion Lost. 

Com. Hill explained the Homemaker Home Health Aid program with the 
assistance of Mr. Richard Hall, administrator of the North Country Home Health 
Agency, located in Littleton. One of the three agencies or organizations that is pro- 
posing this program and has an amount in the budget request. Discussion. 

Rep. Curran moved to delete $20,000 for Homemaker Home Health Aid from 
the budget. Rep. Clark seconded. By voice vote the motion lost. 

Rep. Curran requested a roll call. Discussion. Rep. Mann explained the parlia- 
mentary procedure. The Roll call showed: Yes—Curran, Bell and Eaton. No—Gal- 
len, Tilton, Fimlaid, Richard Bradley, Clark, Anthony Jones, Altman, Buckman, 
Harrison, Krainak, Chambers, Copenhaver, Nutt, Duhaime, Hough, Townsend and 
Symonds. 

The motion to delete lost. 

Under Administration. Com. Hill spoke to the new minimum wage bill about to 
become law and its effect on the salaries as presented in the budget. Discussion. 

Rep. Hough moved that a salary adjustment contingency fund in the amount 
of $9,000 be added to this budget to take care of the requirements of the minimum 
wage law and that such sum be administered by the commissioners. 

A voice vote was declared to be in the affirmative. 

Rep. Gallen moved for reconsideration on the item for LISTEN. Rep. Symonds 
seconded. Vote was declared in the negative. Motion lost. 

Rep. Mann called for a motion to accept the budget. 

Rep. Hough moved that we increase revenues by $15,000, decrease the money 
to be raised by taxes by $2,732, further to increase the expenditures by $12,268, 
which brings the total budget expense to $3,198,924, of which $1,132,586 is to be 
raised by taxes. Rep. Nutt seconded. 

Com. Hill: We might want to take out of that the revenue sharing funds and 
vote on them separately. I think by law we have to. 

Rep. Nutt suggested we add as a sequel motion to the budget motion that 
$325,000 of revenue sharing funds incorporated in the budget be allocated to the 
nursing services. Rep. Buckman seconded. 

Voice vote was declared to be unanimously in favor of the budget. 

Construction Account balance to be applied toward Bond Principal. 

Meeting adjourned at 1:00 p.m.

Motion seconded by Rep. Tilton. Vote was unanimously in favor. 

A copy of the action of the committee will be sent to Mr. Sargent. 

The committee again turned its attention to the financial statement. 

The Public Welfare budget was found to be overdrawn due to a delay in the 
SSI funds coming through from the Federal Government. Because of this the Com- 
missioners believe the county will have to borrow temporary notes before the fiscal 
year is over. 

The committee discussed a problem with the jail because of prisoners being 
sent to the county jails from the state prison. There are no statutes requiring the 
state to pay the cost to the counties. There are statutes, however, stating that no 
prisoner may stay in the county jail for more than a year. It was suggested that 
legislation should be prepared for the next session of the legislature covering this 
matter. 

Having completed consideration of the six-month financial statement and there 
being no further business to come before the committee, Rep. Tilton moved 
adjournment, seconded by Rep. Townsend.

Les Sargent is negotiating 
a reduction in the rent charge, and thus far has reduced it 25%, and still negotiating 
further reductions. 

Clement: These are the various options which could be considered: 

1. Saw Morris Olson, $100,000 for a new building. 

2. Addition to Woodward House, $50,000. 

3. Remodel employees lounge to hold four offices in the Court House at a cost 
from $10,000 to $12,000. 

4. Renovate Duplex House at a cost of $1,500. To accommodate present tenants, 
it is suggested that a modular home be purchased. One proposal received that 
would cost $15,000, built in Portsmouth. An additional cost of $5,000 would be needed 
for installation of the home. 

A visit was made to the Extension offices to see what the space requirements 
would be. A tour of the facilities and storage requirements were observed. 

The meeting continued at the Extension Office. Motion by Bradley, and sec- 
onded by Copenhaver that all propositions except Number 4 (renovation of Duplex 
house) be eliminated. Passed unanimously. 

Motion by Fimlaid, and seconded by Copenhaver. Passed unanimously. Give 
Commissioners permission to obtain bids to provide facilities for the present tenants 
in the Duplex House. These bids to be obtained as soon as possible, by October 21st 
if possible, so that a 60-day notice be given on November lst, 1974 that we are 
vacating the Extension offices in the Woodsville Federal Building. 

Discussion was made on the $920 billed by the Auxiliary Sheriff’s Associa- 
tion, for services in guarding a prisoner at the Mary Hitchcock Hospital in Hanover, 
who had appendix operation. Sheriff Ash explained the Auxiliary Sheriff set up of 
18 men volunteers who assist without compensation, whenever required and called 
in such emergencies as fires, floods, etc. In this particular instance no one was 
available for the duty, and Sheriff Ash had to request one to take off from work to 
cover. Sheriff Ash felt that in this particular instance a bill be sent to the Com- 
missioners to contribute to the Auxiliary Sheriff’s fund. The rate used was $4.00 
an hour which is a standard set in cases like this. Present maximum rate to cor- 
rection officers in the prison is $2.50. Concern was felt that the disparity might 
cause ill feeling if it became known. Decision was to leave the decision to the 
Commissioners to settle with Sheriff Ash the bill. 

This year’s Sheriff’s budget included the replacement of three cruisers for 
$7,500.00. 

One was purchased for the $2,500.00. 

Unable to obtain bids for the remaining two within the budget limits costs going 
up so. 

Motion by Copenhaver, seconded by Bradley that one cruiser be purchased for 
$4,773.43, and keep the two present cruisers, which would entail an additional cost 
of $180.00 in insurance. Passed without dissent. 

Meeting adjourned 1:30 p.m.

The County Nursing Home. Commissioners Clement and Bradley made a report 
of their meeting with Mr. Hooker. He has proposed that, as a result of the Gov- 
ernor’s Budget proposal, he is being forced to ask the counties to assume a larger 
proportion of the matching funds required for federal support. In order to qualify 
for assistance from the federal government for 60% the state must put up 40%. 
At present the state has paid 20% and the counties 20%. Hooker is suggesting 29% 
for the counties, and 11% for the state contribution. In other words the governor 
is proposing that the property tax payer be burdened with this additional cost, at 
the expense of trying to reduce the Health and Welfare Budget. Following the 
minutes is a report showing the additional cost to the county if this proposal goes 
through. 

William and Irene Seigmund, Administrators of the County Home, gave their 
input on what the results would be to the Nursing Home if the Governor’s recom- 
mendations are accepted. It would practically reduce their capability to administer 
the Home to a point that the patients would not get proper care. 

It was suggested to the Commissioners that they prepare reports to be sent 
to the Appropriations Sub-Committee detailing their opposition to Hooker’s sug- 
gestions. Also noted the warning of the Administrators of the Nursing Home that 
measures be taken to avoid the additional cost to the County. 

Sheriff Ash came to the Committee to ask permission to get quotes on three 
cruisers, which at this time would result in savings up to $1,800. Permission was 
granted subject to the final approval after the budgets have been reviewed. Motion 
was by LaMott, seconded by Copenhaver, that this permission be granted. 

Rep. Ward from Littleton stated that, after a meeting with the Littleton 
Selectmen, she was requested to bring to the Committee the word that as a result 
of the change in valuation of assessments due to New England Power winning their 
case against Littleton, they would be requesting a change in the County assessment 
to Littleton, for the years 1967 up to present. This is so noted. 

The Financial Statements for the period ending December 31, 1974 were re- 
viewed and accepted with compliments in which the affairs of the County have 
been administered and recorded.

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REPORT OF THE 
GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of Grafton County submit herewith 
the reports of the various county officials for Fiscal Year 1975, an 18-month period 
from January 1, 1974 through June 30, 1975, which enabled Grafton County to swing 
over to a July 1 - June 30 fiscal year consistent with state and federal governments. 

We regret to report a deficit budget of some $49,000. Yet, with an extremely 
inflating economy during our extended budget year, and considering a nearly 
$80,000 under-appropriation ($20,000 of which was retroactive to 1973 closed out 
accounts) in the OAA/APTD welfare assistance account due to misinformation from 
the State Welfare Office coupled with an unanticipated reduction in Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds, we feel the deficit was less than it might have been. 

The Surplus Food program, scheduled for termination June 30, 1974, was 
extended to August to allow State implementation of the Food Stamp program. 
Grafton County was not totally in favor of the stamp program in lieu of com- 
modities as it was felt that the commodity program in Grafton County was an 
outstanding and beneficial program, whereas there appears to be too much chance 
for misuse in the food coupon program. However, government surplus commodities 
have been depleted. 

Grafton County continues to be very active in manpower programs, and a 
report from the Tri-County Council Director of Manpower has been added to this 
County Report. We have also received great benefits in equipment and personnel 
through LEAA funding from the Governor’s Commission on Crime & Delinquency, 
account included separately. 

The new sewage system for the Nursing Home is still in the planning stage 
waiting for requirement/recommendation report from Environmental Engineers, 
Inc., of Concord, N.H. Needless to say, cost for the sewage system project has 
greatly increased from original 1972 estimates during the time lapse, yet we are 
bound to work through an engineering firm approved by the State Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission. 

Transition to the new Uniform System of Accounts for Counties, prescribed 
by the N.H. State Tax Commissioner in accordance with RSA 71A:12, effective for 
Grafton County as of July 1, 1975, will be a minor change as Grafton County has 
been operating under a modified accrual system of accounts similar to the new 
Uniform System of Accounts since 1970. 

Due to G.S.A. rent attachments on previous quarters in the Post Office Build- 
ing in Woodsville, the Grafton County Extension Service is in process of moving 
into the Grafton County Court House located in North Haverhill.

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REPORT OF GRAFTON COUNTY 
NURSING HOME ADMINISTRATORS 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Grafton County: 


January 1974, Grafton County initiated an eighteen month budgetary period to 
enable the County to change to a fiscal year-end of June 30th. During these eighteen 
months, much of our time has been spent learning about, and trying to implement 
new Federal Regulations, promulgated under Title XIX of the Social Security Act, 
which became effective May 19, 1975. These regulations have created dramatic 
changes in nursing homes across the country. Non-compliance would have resulted 
in loss of Federal funds, which translated to 60% of our income. Compliance meant 
the addition of professional, non-professional, and consultive personnel. 

Corrections, and/or additions to the building had to be made to comply with the 
Life Safety Code. Some renovations, because of the costs involved, had to have time 
waivers to enable us to project them in the next fiscal budget. 

On the lighter side—two very rewarding events: 

April, saw our 4th Annual Volunteer Recognition Day, honoring 65 dedicated 
members of our volunteer program. 

May heralded our ist Annual Employee Recognition Day, honoring 25 employees, 
18 of whom worked with us ten to twenty years; and 7 over twenty years. 

In the Farm area, although our income was increased by $10,600.00, our budget 
suffered skyrocketing grain and farm supply costs. 

We successfully applied to the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency 
for Federal funds to install a ‘‘closed circuit’? surveillance T.V. to improve security 
at the Jail and House of Correction. Properly used, this is an excellent tool for the 
Correctional Officers. We served the Sheriff’s Department by taking all ‘“‘mug shots”’ 
and fingerprints for their files. 

During the year, all personnel was involved in on-going education in their field— 
be it Corrections, Nursing, Dietary, etc. 

As usual, we thank all Personnel, our marvelous Volunteers, our Grafton County 
County Home Association, (which has been revitalized under its new President, 
Annie Johnson); our faithful Clergy; and the Public for their cooperation, interest, 
and dedication which makes Grafton County Nursing Home a facility we can all be 
proud of.

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REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY ATTORNEY 
| 1974 - 1975 , , 


To the Commissioners and Citizens of Grafton County: 


Herein is the second annual report of the activities of the office of your 
County Attorney. In view of the fact that I was absent from this office for approxi- 
mately one-half of the period covered by this report, there are no meaningful 
statistics that can be submitted to you that would accurately indicate the number 
of cases that were handled by the office. 

This was the year that your County Attorney moved from private law offices 
to the Superior Courthouse. Although the office of County Attorney is still a part- 
time position, the new office is staffed five days a week and this has met with 
approval from just about everyone. My home phone number is also listed in the 
directory in order to make myself readily accessible after hours. 

In spite of the latest estimates from the F.B.I. that the rate of serious crimes 
—murder, forcible rape, robbery, aggravated assault, burglary, larceny and auto 
theft—was 17% higher in 1974 than in 1973, this trend is not reflected in Grafton 
County, except for the crime of burglary. Being a four season vacation area, we 
do have a vast number of second homes which are left vacant for long periods 
during the year. These homes are vulnerable and the owners are increasingly 
becoming the victims. Scores of burglary cases were solved this past year and in 
the process it was learned that the same individuals were involved in most of 
them. This example points out one of the main problems confronting every area 
of the country—that of the habitual criminal. Recently the term used to designate 
this person has been “‘career criminal.’’ We in Grafton County are still fortunate 
insofar as the other serious crimes are concerned. We simply do not have the 
vast metropolitan areas with the accompanying high levels of poverty and despair. 

One of the great difficulties in this office is in balancing the public interest 
with the present and future interests of the accused individual. It is a paradoxical 
situation. The County Attorney is expected to be efficient, and at the same time 
exercise a high degree of fairness toward the person he is prosecuting. A third 
party to be considered is the local arresting officer. The system that your County 
Attorney has used is to confer with the arresting officer prior to the disposition of 
any case which does not result in a trial. The local officer’s role in each case 
should not end at the time of arrest. Another goal your County Attorney has set 
for the office is to separate, insofar as disposition is concerned, the youthful first- 
time offender from the individual who has already been given his second chance 
before either myself or some other prosecutor in New Hampshire or any other 
state. If the offender actually needs help that can only be offered outside the penal 
institution in order to prevent him from repeating the particular crime, your 
County Attorney has offered his approval. The County Attorney must not be mere- 
ly interested in winning; his goal should be to insure that justice is done in each 
individual case. 

My sincere thanks go out to all of the dedicated law enforcement people within 
Grafton County for their assistance and cooperation this past term.

Your Grafton County Cooperative Extension Service is constantly striving to 
identify the urgent needs of the people of Grafton County. It works to serve these 
needs through its many and varied educational programs in Agriculture, Home 
Economics, 4-H Youth Development, Forestry and Community Resource Develop- 
ment. 

The local governing body for the Grafton County Cooperative Extension Serv- 
ice is a 13-member Advisory Council made up of three elected representatives 
from the four lines of work and one member of the County Delegation.

January 1, 1974 to July 1, 1975 


This entire period, we have been full, with a long waiting list. Our average 
Census is a little higher than usual. We have more female prisoners, and our cell 
rooms are used more. 

We have had numerous inspections during this 18 months by Dietitians, Thera- 
pists, Nurses, Doctors, etc., from the State Agencies involved in Title IX. They 
made a number of suggestions, most of them minor, and those possible have been 
complied with. 

There have been changes in Admission Forms, Discharge Forms, and many 
new forms have been added. All diagnosis, treatment, etc., are coded by number, 
so they may be computerized. 

Social Services have been increased. Several Volunteer groups have helped 
with various projects. 

- In general, we have had a very satisfactory 18 months.
